VOLCANO ACTIVE. 


Column of Lava Thrown High Into 
Air from Fire Pit. 


[BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRES.) 

HONOLULU. r. H.) Saturdry. 
April 19.—A column of lava shot 
up today thirty feet above the rim 
of the fire pit of Kilauea, the high- 
est the great volcano ever has been 
known, to spout its fiery contents. 


| Great flows of lava in all directions 


followed, obliterating trails across 
the old crater floor. 

The fire pit of Klauen, the 

world’s largest activ volcano, is 
about 2600 feet in diameter and is 
within the old crater, a black plain 
about, four square miles in extent, 
which is encircled by a wall rang- 
ing from 200 to 700 feet in height. 
Kilavea has been unusually active 
for several monthe. 
The volcano is in the southeast- 
ern portion of the island of 
Hawali, the largest island of the 
Hawaiian group, with a population 
of nearly 50,000. Honolulu is on 
the island of Oahu, about 180 miles 
distant from Kilauea.

WASHINGTON, April 20.— 
Progressives within the Repub- 
lican party have been seeking 
for some time a way to elimi- 
nate thé consideration of any of 
the old line Republicans for the 
next Presidential nomination, but 
up to date they have not gotten 
anywhere. When Congress ad- 
journed Progressives planned a 
convention for Chicago, but up 
to the present time they have 
been unable to get the crowd to- 
gether. The plan is alive, how- 
ever. and the Progressives hope 
to mobilize their small strength 
in such a way that any of the so- 
called standpat candidates will 
have to be eliminated for party 
harmony and success. 

The men proposed to de elimi- 
nated would include Taft, Hughes, 
Lodge, Harding, Knox, Watson and 
Lowden. The type to be insisted 
upon would be such men as Sena- 
tors Hiram Johnson, Lenroot, Borah, 
Cummins or Kenyon. The question 
of importance involved in all this, 
politicans declare, is whether the 
Prorgessives intend to draw a dead 
line against a group of men and if 
one of their own type is not selected 
by the national convention to repeat 


the performance of 1912 and bolt 
the convention. 


OUT OF BOUNDS. 

At the time Col. Roosevelt died, 
the two factions of the Republican 
party were reunited. Had he lived 
it is the belief of well-informed 
politicians that he would have re- 
ceived the Republican nomination in 
1920. When he died, the Republican 
National Committee, meeting in Chi- 
cago, 
consecrated his memory to the Re- 
publican party and ignored his bolt 
of 1912. This was also by way of 
giving the glad hand of welcome and 
reconciliation to all who had fol- 
lowed the colonel in his bolt and de- 
claring in favor ef letting bygones 
be bygones. 

But there is a fly in the ointment 
now. The progressives, it is said, 
propose to assert their predominance 
in the Republican party, and choose 
to align the regular Republicans in 
a class to be cast into political outer 
darkness. In order to make their 
point clear and to emphasize it, they 
propose to classify, ticket and cata- 
logue certain individuals as typical 
of the objectionable class and to ta- 
boo them as party possibilities. 

LIMITATIONS SEEN. 

Geographical limitations would 


seem to have important bear- 
ing in the classification of “undesir- 
able Republicans,” old line Repub- 
licans say. The Great Lakes and the 
Iilinois River appear to constitute 
the boundaries and any man aris- 
ing east of the line of demarcation 
thus formed does not belong.” How- 
eVer, there are many Republicans. 
ving to the eastward. A majority 
of the Republican delegates in Con- 
gress representing a great Repub- 
lican vote, so reside.

ITALIAN ISSUE HAS REACHED ACUTE STAGE.

PARIS, April 26.—The Italian issue over the Adriatic has N an 
acute stage, where a decision cannot longer be deferred and a decision 
either way is fraught with serious consequences. * 

The council of four today continued its sessions at the “White House.” 
The Italian Premier, Vittorio Orlando, and the Italian Foreign Minister, 
Baron Sonnino, were present and made it known that the opening of the 
Italian Parliament on Wednesday has necessitated their leaving Paris 
Monday with definite knowledge of what is going to be done. 

Baron Sonnino continued to occupy the extreme position, inajsting 
upon the integral fulfillment of the secret treaty of London, giving te 
Italy the entire Dalmatian coast and the islands and also claiming the 
city of Fiume without internationalization or division with the Jugo-Slavs. 

ENTIRE ARMY BACKS ITALY’S ASPIRATIONS FOR FIUME. 


Premier Orlando was rather more conciliating, though a telegram he 
had received from the head of the Italian army declared the entire army 
was behind him in upholding Italy’s aspirations. 

Capt. Tozzi, of Premier Orlando's staff, said the telegram was in ef- 
fect an ultimatum and disclosed how universal and deep-rooted was the 
Italian determination to secure adequate protection on the Eastern Adri-' 
atic coast. He added that if these rights were not recognized, Italy un- 
doubtedly would adopt her own course, without reference to the confer- 
ence and oecupy regions to which she considered herself entitled.

Nothing substantial stands im- 
mediately in vay of production 
by brewers of beer containing 2% 
per cent. of alcohol, since the 
revenue bureau has decided to issue 
revenue stamps required for regu- 
lar beer to these brewers. This 
decision is not to be taken as indi- 
cating the final attitude of the bu- 
reau, however, it was explained to- 
day. Formally, the bureau still 
holds that beer containing moré 
than % of 1 per cent. of alcohol is 
intoxicating and cannot be produced 
under the President's order forbid- 
ding manufacture of intoxicating 
beverages after last December 1. 
This attitude its held in abeyance, 
however, pending an opinion from 
Atty.-Gen. Palmer.

Daddy also studied the mira- 
cles in the Old and New Testaments, 
and came to the inevitable conclusion 
that all of those events were corre- 
lated by means of an underlying 
spiritual law that had been known 
and understood by the men who 
wrought them, and she said that if 
she could discover the law it would 
be found to operate in the same 
manner now as in Bible times; that 
it would be a healing law, and would 
now heal people of sickness and sin 
and every evil human condition the 
same ag then. 

The idea grew and expanded in 
her consciousness until it became the 
impelling motive of her entire life. 
In the year 1866 she discovered the 
law of spirit, and named it Christian 
Science.

TO SOLVE ALL PROBLEMS. 
Sooner or later every one must 
learn the truth about man. When 
one asks himeelf, who % man? 
what is he? where does he come 
from? is he spiritual, or is he ma- 
terial? many channels for thought 
are opened. Upon the correct an- 
swer to these questions will depend 
the solution of every h prob- 


Every one has read the two dit - 
fering accounts of creation in the 
Bible. In the first chapter of 
Genesis we are told that God cre- 
ated man in His own image, after 
His own likeness, and that He made 
him good. In the second chapter 
of Genesis, however, we find the 
allegorical account of how God 
Came to this earth and made man 
out of the dust of the ground. Then 
follows the story of Adam and Eve. 
and the garden of Eden: We also 
read that a deep meep fell upon 
Adam, and then that sin appeared 
and brother murdered brother, and 
so, from that time until now, the 
man made of dust has been a sinner 
and has been at enmity against God. 
In view of all of this it becomes 
vitally important that we find out 
the truth about man. Was man 
made in the image and likeness of 
God, and hence created a spiritual 
being. or was he made out of the 
dust of the ground as a material 
being? Christian Science acvepts 
the first account of the creation as 
true, and insists that man fs spiri- 
„ and not material. This makes 
it necessary for Christian Science to 
explain how it is possible for man 
to be wholly spiritual when we 
seem to see him as flesh and biood 
with our actual physical eyes. 
Christian Science does this, and 
makes it perfectly clear by showing 
that the material man is nothing 
more or less. than the carnal mind's 
false concep of man. 

The carnal mind is entirely ma- 
terial, hence, it “és enmity against 
God,” because God is spirit and spirit 
and matter are opposite.

God 
created everything spiritually and 
not materially, and the only kind 
of man created by Him is the per- 
fect spiritual man, made in His 
own image and iikeness, precisely as 
— in thé first chapter of Gen- 

s. 

The Adam-man is not the image 
of God, and in the second account 
of the creation in the second chapter 
of Genesis, it is nowhere stated 
that the Adam-man was made in 
God's image and likeness, or that he 
was made perfect. Those state- 
ments are to be found in the first 
chapter, and are used in relation to 
the real man. But in spite of this. 
people have gone on believing that 
the Bible taught that Adam was 
made in God's image. 

From the foregoing consideration 
of the subject of man, and of the 
difference between spiritual man and 
the so-called material man, it is 
obvious that there are certain ques- 
tions concerning the nature and 
character of matter than may be ex- 
amined with much profit. 

Is HIS CONCEPT. 

Since the material man is only 
the carnal mind’s misconcept of man, 
it follows that matter has no en- 
tity, and ie in every sense nothing 
but material thought objectified.

f these statements concerning mat- 
ter be true it will be seen at a 
glance that they will explain many 
phenomena in human experience 
which hitherto have been uner- 
plainable. That they are true is now 
settled absolutely and. conclusively, 
as will be seen. 

When Mrs. Eddy first made the 
discovery that matter in every form 
hae no intelligence, life, sensation, 
or substance, but is merely the f 
mental concept of the materia) ar 
carnal mind, her statements were 
not accepted as true by physical 
scientists. 


serted that every object, whether it 
be a star, a flower. a rock or the 
human body, was composed of atoms 
brought together and held together 
under varying conditions, and that 
the atom was material. Hence, they 
said that since the starting point of 
matter was the material atom, mat- 
ter must of necessity be substance. 

Mrs. Eddy took no pains to de- 
fend her statements upon the sub- 
ject. She had seen the truth about 
it, and knowing that it wag the 
truth, she was quite content to let 
the statement of her discovery go in- 
to consciousness, well knowing that 
in the end the truth would prevail. 
It ie most interesting, therefore, to 
obeerve what has taken place since 
then. Within recent years a physical 
scientist discovered that the atom is 
not the starting-point of matter, and 
that the atom is itself composed of 
electrons. When asked to state the 
nature and character of the electron, 
he said that it was energy, which Is 
not material substance. 
the physicists have come out frank- 
ly and fairly, and now say that any 
inquiry concerning the nature and 
character of the electron should be 
referred to the metaphysician, and 
that the whole subject belongs to the 
domain of metaphysics and not phy- 
sics. 

The far-reaching effect of this is 
at once apparent, for it frankly ad- 
mits that the starting point of mat- 
ter is not material, but mental. 
CAUSE AND CURE OF DISEASE. 

The importance of this cannot be 
overestimated. All sin, disease, and 
death come from the belief of life, 
intelligence, sensation, and sub- 
stance in matter. If it be true, and 
it now seems to be settled, that 
there ie no life in matter, that it 
has no sensation or intelligence, and 
is not substance, then it follows that 
all material theories concerning dis- 
ease, and the method of solving all 
human problems, will have to be 
changed from a material to a spirit- 
ual basis. If matter is itself mere- 
ly a thing of thought objectified, it 
that disease in whatever

STRIKE GAS AT 


GRASS ROOTS. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE 

McKITTRICK, April 18.—The re- 
cent developmeng of two gas wells on 
property belonging to the Pan-Amer- 
ican Oil Company in the Casmalia 
field, has occasioned much comment 
on the part of many persons who 
for years have watched with in- 
creasing interest the operation of va- 
rious companies in the Santa Maria 
area and vicinity. 

When, a few weeks ago, it be- 


came known that one gas well had 
a capacity of 5,000,000 cubic feet per 


cuble feet every twenty-four hours, 
the surprise was chiefly because of 
the shallowness of each hole, and the 
volume of vapor emitted. The former 
had a depth of but 610 feet, and the 
latter 820 feet. In the same month a 
third gas well was completed in a 
tract operated by the Honolulu Con- 
sclidated Oil Company, located in the 
Midway field. This well had an ini- 
tial production of 2,000,000 cubic 


} feet daily. The Honolulu Consolidat- 


ed well is No. 21, on section 10, 32- 
24, and has a depth of 2475 feet, 
while the Pan-American Company 
wells are No. 18, 9-24, and No. 19, 
9-24, respectively. 

One of the gas welle that figured 
in the earlier days of the Midway 
was No. 1 on the J. 
lease, in the northeast quarter of sec- 
tion 3, 82-22, in the North Midway 
district. The spudding in began on 


April 10, 1916, and on May 3 fol- 


lowing, the drillers encountered a 
very heavy gas sand at 850 feet. The 
derrick was wrecked and for several 
days the Well blew wild before it 
could be capped and properly shut 
in. A measured flow of 17,400,000 
cubic feet per day wag reported by 
the management. 

Other derricks were erected on 
the O'Donnell property, but one was 
destroyed by a gas fire which made
